He also told members of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee that Russia might be 
willing to discuss withdrawing 
its troops 500 miles east of the 
Elbe rivet 

The Deputy Soviet Premier 
talked at a closed-door lunch- 
eon meeting with the commit- 
tee members

(Dem Arkansas, said Mikoy- 
an proposed a program calling 
for 

1. Free access to Berlin, 
elections for West Berlin only 
and remova! of all outside 
troops from Germany. 

2. Asking the United Nations 
to participate in guaranteeing 
the freedom of West Berlin 

3. A permanent internation- 
al commission to administer the 
affairs of West Berlin. 

Criticizes Adenauer. 

(United Press International 
said Mikoyan told the Sgnators 
that West German Chancellor 
Adenauer the chief stum- 
bling block to settlement of the 
Berlin crisis. It quoted Senator 
Hubert H. Humphrey (Dem 
Minnesota. saving that Mi- 
kovan had praised Adenauer as 
an able man but described the 
German leader's position as 
“too firm.”) 

Humphrey said discussions 
of withdrawing Soviet troops 
500 miles east of the Elbe also 
would involve withdrawal of 
free world forces 500 miles to 
the west of the Elbe 

That woula move United 
States forces out of all north- 
ern Europe and pull the Rus- 
sians back of Poland into 
Soviet territors 

Htumphrey said he believed 
this comment from Mikoyan 
showed some flexibility of po- 
sition on the part.of the No. 2 
Soviet leadér.

Humphrey said the subject 
of troop withdrawal came up 
when he asked Mikoyan if the 
Soviet Union would go along 
with a disengagement plan for 
central Europe advanced by 
Foreign Minister Rapacki of 
Poland. 

Advances Withdrawal Idea. 

The Senator said Mikovan 
declared his country did favor 
the Rapacki plan. Then the 
Deputy Premier tossed out his 
idea about a withdrawal of 
500 miles on both sides of the 
Elbe, Humphrey said. Mikoyan 
indicated this was negotiable, 
the Senator added. 

Humphrey said he did not 
consider Mikoyan as having ad- 
vanced any new ideas on West 
Berlin or German as a whole, 
although the Senator said Mi- 
koyan discussed this problem 
at length. 

Humphrey said 
fident Mikoyan came to the 
United States chiefly on two 
problems—Germany and trade. 
Of these, the Senator said he 
was sure the visitor considered 
Germany the more important. 

Mikovan said he and Dulles, 
confronting each other across 
a-table in Dulles’s office, had 
had “an exchange of views on 
questions of particular interest 
to our two countries.” 

The only thing Mikoyan 
would say to reporters as he 
left the forenoon meeting was 
that the discussions would be 
resumed at 4 p.m.

AEC officials, displaying a 
five-pound model at a press 
conference, said the device is 
capable of powering the instru- 
ments in a satellite, for exam- 
ple, for at least a year 

They said it would take 1450 
pounds of batteries to produce 
the electrical energy the new 
device can power without bat- 
teries 

One of the benefits of the 
new device is that it paves the 
way for the usé of atomic 
waste materials. 

The device generates 
using a radio isotope 
ium 210 in this case 
no moving parts. It 
formally as a “radio istotope- 
fueled thermoelectric gener- 
ator.” The model shown is 4°%4 
inches in diameter and 5% 
inches high. 

Polinium 210 is too expen- 
sive for use on any production 
scale. A cheaper isotope will 
be substituted, an official said. 

As for the electrical power 
the device generates, the five- 
watt strength at the start is 
reduced by half at the end of 
138 days. At the end of twice 
that time—276 days—1!% watts 
still are being generated. 

The device so far has been 
tested only on the ground. 
Officials made it clear, how- 
ever, that it could be put into 
satellites shortly. They said it

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NEED FOR WATER 
RATE HIKE SAI 
10 BE URGENT 


An increase in water rates is 
urgently needed to provide 
funds for replacement of an- 
tiquated pumps and other facil- 
ities of St. Louis’s water sys- 
tem that are on the verge of 
breaking down, city officials 
said today. 

The officials and representa- 
tives of an engineering and ac- 
counting firm appeared at a 
hearing held by the Public 
Utilities Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen on a pro- 
posed bill which would in- 
crease rates for the purposes 
of completing plant and sys- 
tem improvements and provid- 
ing more operating revenue 

Rate increases proposed 
would be about 50 per cent for 
home owners and would range 
from 35 to 78 per cent for in- 
dustry. The average increase 
would be about 40 per cent 

Conway B. Briscoe. Water 
Commissioner, said that rates 
here haven't been changed in 
—40 years. He added that the 
St. Louis Water Division oper- 
ated $600,000 in the red last 
year and now has a surplus of 
only $700,000 which will be 
depleted next year. The Water 
Division had a surplus of $14.- 
000,000 until a few years ago 
when a long-range improve- 
ment program was initiated. 


Three Boiler Failures. 
Three boilers failed at the 
Baden Station last summer in 
five weeks, Briscoe said. He 


added that many of the city’s 
old steam pumps were installed 
in 1892. . 

Briscoe said it was fortunate 
the failure of the pumps came 
in a cool summer, otherwise 
there might not have been suf- 
ficient pumping capacity 

Improvements of the past few 
years have included pipe for 
new high pressure mains at a 
cost of $4,000,000 and pumping 
capacity at the Howard Bend 
plant has been doubled, Briscoe 
said. Work is going forward at 
Chains of Rocks where high 
pressure mains are being laid 
and attached to new pumps. 

The imprevements at Chain 
of Rocks will result in elimina- 
tion of the Baden and Bissel 
stations and will cut operating 
costs $500,000 a year, Briscoe 
said. 

Comptroller John H. Poelker, 
who is an atcountant, said he 
had given particular attention 
to a report made by an ac- 
counting firm on the Water 
Division's plight. He said that 
current revenues will not cover 
operating costs. 

He added that the division 
would continue to operate at a 
deficit unless a rate increase 
is approved. Poelker said the 
division’s surplus. should never 
be less than $500,000. 

“The Water Division is in 
trouble and will continue to 
be unless rate increases are 
approved,” Poelker said.

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HINTS AT SCHOOL 
MOVE TO BLOCK 
HOUSING PROJECT

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 
New legal action may be taken 
to try to halt the controversial 
Jefferson Barracks housing 
project in St, Louis county un- 
less a school revenue plan is 
accepted “without compromise 
and without delay,” a school 

official has warned. 

If a plan designed to in- 
crease revenue of the Jetter- 
son Barracks school] district 1s 
not put into effect, “I feel we 
will be derelict in our duties 
if we do not pursue every 
legal means to halt” the hous- 
ing development, Paul Heath, 
president of the school board 
of the district, said 

Heath's comments were con- 
tained in a letter he sent to 
Representative Thomas B 
Curtis (Rep.), Webster Groves, 
and made public here today. 

School Board's Plan. 

The revenue plan Heath re- 

ferred to is a proposal drafted 
by the school board It calls 
for the St. Louis County Hous- 
ing Authority to increase its 
payments in lieu of taxes to 
the schoo! district. To assume 
the payment of tuition for 
Sdmne students and to transfer 
a’ tract of land to th. district 
Part of the plan has been 
iven tentative approval by the 
4ousing authority 
~ “Heath said the plan would 
BOlve our problems for “10 or 
YZ vears.” However, he added 
“It would never permit us to 
provide the same educational 
standards that other schools in 
the area can furnish.” 
» Heath's letter repeated criti- 
bism he has expressed pre- 
Viously of the County Housing 
Authority and the . $3,025,825 
housing project it has under 
construction at Jefferson Bar- 
racks 

The letter complained that 
heither the housing authority 
hor the Federal Public Hous- 
ing Administration contacted 
the school board “to determine 
the educational potential of the 
district.’ Heath has taken the 
position that educational con- 
ditions in the district will be 
aggravated . by the housing 
project 

Had ‘Full Knowledge.’ 
The letter added: “there can 

be no doubt in view of the 
facts now known that those 
responsible for preparation of 
the development program (for 
the housing project) do so with 
full knowledge of the inade- 
quate educational situation and 
were very careful to avoid con- 
tact with anvone who would 
make the true facts a matter 
of record.” 

At the request of Curtis, the 
General Accounting Office has 
undertaken a renewed investi 
gation to determine if there was 
willful misrepresentation in- 
volved in the approval of edu- 
cational facilities for the hous- 
ing project. As an arm of Con- 
gress, GAO, as a matter of 
course, carries out inquiries re- 
quested by members of Con- 
gress 

Curtis said GAO will seek 
affidavits from Heath and of- 
ficials of the Hancock place 
and R-9 (Mehlville) school dis- 
tricts. The school officials re- 
portedly informed local and 
federal housing authorities, 
while the housing development 
was in the planning stage, that 
school facilities would’ be in- 
adequate for the new housing 
development 

In an earlier inquiry made at 
Curtis's request, GAO reported 
PHA and the County Housing 
Authority had been ‘‘delin- 
quent’ in their study of edu- 
cational facilities. However, 
the agency said it found no 
willful misrepresentation.

Alongside a fierce de- 
termination to resist change, 
even to turn the clock back,

Sympathy With U.S. South. 

This often takes the form of 
expressing great sympathy 
with resistance to racial in- 
tegration in the American 
Deep South. In private con- 
versation, Afrikaners frequent- 
ly choose to ignore the fact 
that the United States Consti- 
tution and laws clearly oppose 
racism. They seek to find com- 
mon ground in an attachment 
to the notion of “white su- 
premacy.” 

Both Prime Minister Ver- 
woerd and Foreign Minister 
Louw frequently indulge in lec- 
turing the world at large on the 
subject of race—urging that 
the Western world join South 
Africa 
non-white people of the world. 
This is said by the South Afri- 
can leaders to be the best way 
to fight Communism. 

The argument would be more 
convincing perhaps if it were 
not refuted by the situation in- 
side the Union itself. Few if 
any will deny that there is a 
stronger Communist “‘move- 
ment in the Union than any- 
where else in Africa or that 
Communism has made _ con- 
sistent gains as the Afrikaner 
nationalist governments have 
advanced their program step 
by step since achieving politi- 
cal power in 1948. 

This is not to say that a 
Communist revolution 
around the corner here. It is 
not. The government is strong 
and ruthless. Communism is 
still a movement embracing as 
Communism only a tiny minor- 
ity of the 14,000,000 South 
African people. 

How Policy Helps Reds. 

But as the Afrikaner-dom- 
inated South African govern- 
ments have moved to suppress 
both African political aspira- 
tions and Communism, their 
very acts have tended: to link 
the two. 

The Communist party has 
been illegal here since 1950. 
In December 1956 more than 
150 persons were arrested un- 
der the Suppression of Commu- 
nism. Act and charged with 
treason. A majority were Afri- 
cans but some were Europeans 
—including a few real Commu- 
nists. Trials of the treason 
suspects have dragged on for 
more than two years and are 
to be resumed next Monday.

Hospitals and Doctors 

“F.H.’s” complaint regarding a 
$60 total hospital bill for a tonsil- 
lectomy deserves an explanation. 

Although physicians have no 
control over or voice in hospital 
charges, and are the severest 
critics of these spiraling costs, 
they realize that superintendents 
and the public-spirited lay hos- 
pital trustees who make these 
charges are faced with meeting 
costs increased by the inflation 
and high taxes of the times 

Bed and board costs have spir- 
alled, for the sick and the well. 
Since 1939, they have tripled in 
hotels, hospitals, and the home. 
Socializing any or all of these in- 
stitutions would ‘probably just 
make matters worse 

Hospital costs have increased 
most because they were sub-nor- 
fal in the ‘30s, At that time, the 
60-hour week was standard for 
janitors, maids, attendants, aides, 
orderlies, laundresses, cooks, 
maintenance people, and clerks in 
hospitals—and the standard start- 
ing wage was $40 per month. No 
one could sanction a return to this 
disgraceful peonage. 

* 


However, these salaries consti- 
tute most of the cost of running 
a hospital, and the 40-hour week 
plus decent “take-home” pay 
(after spiralling taxes) plus the 
dollar shrunken in _ half, has 
meant tripled hospital costs. 

A hospital requires about 1'2 
employes per bed to maintain 
these services around the clock 
every day of the vear. It is not 
surprising then, that the actual 
cost per patient day is $24 to $25, 
rather than the $15 complained 
of by F.H. The lay trustees seek 
to meet this difference by charg- 
ing more than cost on such items 
as anesthesia equipment, labor- 
atory work, and “miscellaneous 
charges,’ but end up in the red. 

The high costs complained of 
are not necessarily for “medical 
services,’ but are for bed and 
board away from home while the 
person is receiving medical care 
Nursing care, for instance, is a 
minor fraction of the hospital cost 
—and drugs are usually charged 
separately.

Physicians, both practicing and 
research, have labored to cut 
down these costs in the only way 
open to them—by reducing the 
average hospital stay from 20 
days to 9 days. Many diseases 
formerly treated in the hospital 
are now treated successfully in 
the office or home; this effect on 
costs has been counteracted some- 
what (and fortunately).by discov- 
eries making it possible to treat 
many conditions successfully in 
the hospital which were formerly 
incurable and hopeless. 

Socialization of hospitals alone 
would not cut these costs unless 
there were simultaneous social- 
ization of all suppliers of goods 
and services to the hospitals. In 
the present economy, cost per dav 
is about the same in government 
hospitals as in private hospitals, 
with poorer service, and the cost 
per patient is more 

If people want the ‘most of 
the best’ in medical care to pro- 
long their health and life to the 
utmost, they must be willing to 
spend almost as much on them- 
selves and their families as they 
spend on maintaining their auto- 
mobiles. Hospitalization costs 
would likely be more, and services 
worse, if these charges were col- 
lected on a compulsory basis by 
the tax collector.

Back to a Sound Rule 


State Senator Kelso Journey’s bill on utility 
rate making gives the Missouri Legislature a 
chance to restore to utility regulation the 
sound foundations that were knocked out by 
a State Supreme Court decision in 1957. Every 
Missourian who uses electricity, gas, water, 
the telephone or public transit stands to gain 
by passage of the Clinton Democrat's meas- 
ure. 

Senator Journey’s bill would order the 
Missouri Public Service Commission to return 
to the simple formula by which it had been 
setting rates for years. Under it, the Com- 
mission determined utility investment by the 
original cost of the particular property less 
cash set aside over the years as depreciation. 
This provided a clear, calculable, concrete 
and reasonable method of determining the in- 
vestment to which a fair rate of return then 
could be applied. 

The Supreme Court in the Missouri Water 
Co. case held that this was not sufficient— 
that the Commission also would have to con- 
sider not only the original cost of utility 
property but its inflated cost as well. The 
high court thus has forced the Commission 
to adopt a method that is vague, theoretical, 
infinitely arguable and fluctuating. How can 
anybody say with certainty what a piece of 
equipment bought 15 years ago would cost 
today? To find out what it cost 15 years ago 
it is only necessary to examine the bill of sale. 

With a utility's base easily calculable, as it 
would be under Secretary. Journey’s bill, and 
not fluctuating and arguable, as it would be 
under the Court's rule, utilities not now en- 
joying a fair return on their actual invest- 
ments would need only ask for a rate increase. 
Under the present method, they need not-ask 
for a rate increase at all—only for a ficti- 
tious ballooning of their base to accomplish 
by sleight of hand what they might not be 
entitled to otherwise. 

As Senator Journey says, the old method 
of original cost less depreciation. is clearly 
the fairest and most workable, whereas the 
method of trving to figure out reproduction 
values would be subject to guesswork, specu- 
lation and partisan interpretation. The Legis- 
lature owes it to consumers to give the Pub- 
lic Service Commission a tool that is workable, 
fair and beyond manipulation for the benefit 
of the utilities. 


More Important Than Fins 


There will be joy in Los Angeles over the 
good news from Detroit that the automobile 
industry researchers have produced three de- 
vices which will remove from 60 to 90 per 
cent of the hydrocarbon in exhaust fumes. 
This is the stuff which poisons the air and, 
through the interaction of sunlight, pro- 
duces the smog blankets which torture the

The joy, however, will not be confined {0 
Los Angeles, since the United States Publ 
Health. Service reports that auto exhauSt 
fumes are a serious factor in air pollution in 
all cities. There is a hint that it will cost 
$150 or so to install such a device in a Car. 
Detroit, which takes pride in reducing the 
unit cost of everything else, has a responsi- 
bility to bring down the cost of fume-consum- 
ers and to install them as standard equipment 
as rapidly as possible. Surely this device is 
more important than fins, 


What the Comparisons Show 


How did the Senators who sought to liber- 
alize the rules with respect to filibusters do 
last week by comparison with -other years? 
Did they make headway or lose ground? 

The two most recent earlier tests on chang- 
ing the Senate rules came in 1953 and in 
1957. The late Senator Taft of Ohio was the 
Majority leader when the 1953 test came on 
his own motion to table the question. This 
carried by the overwhelming vote of 70 to 21. 

Two years ago the issue came up again 
with Senator Johnson of Texas as Majority 
Leader. He moved to table the entire mat- 
ter and was successful 55 to 38.

The table shows that in general the cause 
of majority rule lost some ground this year; 
it attracted only 36 votes as compared with 
38 in 1957. Although Democratic numbers 
were greatly expanded by last November's 
election victory, the Democrats mustered 43 
per cent for majority rule two years ago, 
but only 35 per cent this year.. The Repub- 
licans, on the other hand, improved their 
support of majority rule from 37 per cent 
in 1957 to 41 per cent this year. 

Senator Lyndon Johnson, who wrought 
this result almost single-handed, is being 
hailed as a master of parliamentary maneu- 
ver. We predict that when the above record 
sinks in, his “victory” will not look nearly so 
smart as it may seem to his admirers today. 


Made in Germany ? 

Sometimes it seems that American foreign 
policy—insofar as it concerns Germany and 
Central Europe—is made in Bonn rather 
than in Washington. For instance, Secretary 
of State Dulles indicated the other day that 
the United States did not regard free elec- 
tions as an absolute pre-condition for German 
reunification. This drew an immediate pro- 
test from Chancellor Adenauer. At once the 
State Department lapsed into double-talk. Its 
“clarification” may not have washed out the 
Dul'es statement covipletely, but more con- 
fusicn than clarity was the result. 

The de-emphasis sf free elections was an 
indication of a new and promising flexibility 
in the American approach to the problem of 
the two Germanys. Matched by a similar hint 
of flexibility in Moscow's broadcast to North 
America, it could be the seed of fruitful 
East-West negotiations. But the State Depart- 
ment explanations suggest that while the 
United States may be ready to modify, its 
stand on German elections, it is reluctant to 
do so while Dr. Adenauer presides in Bonn. 

The West German chancellor’s position 
must be considered, yet it is only one factor. 
Washington and the other Western capitals 
cannot afford to sacrifice everything else for 
his acquiescence in a situation which, more 


than any other, could lead to a clash with 


per ee 


the Red army. The Kremlin also must be 
aware of this risk and apparently is seeking 
a way of removing it. Any means to that end 
are worth consideration. 

The removal of this threat to peace rather 
than any exclusively German consideration 
should be the objective of American policy. 
So it is to be hoped that the State Department 
explanations, while meant to placate Dr. 
Adenauer, do not mean a prolongation of the 
rigidity which blocks purposeful negotiations. 


The Temple Israel Case 


The Missouri Supreme Court has just 
handed down one of its most important as 
well as most unusual decisions in a long 
time. It has held that the city of Creve Coeur 
is without legal authority in its attempt to 
block Congregation Temple Israel from erect- 
ing a synagogue at Ladue and Spoede roads, 
a half mile west of Lindbergh boulevard. 

The effect of the decision, written by Judge 
Hyde as Presiding Judge of Division No. 1 and 
concurred in by Judges Hollingsworth, Dalton 
and Westhues, is to uphold an earlier deci- 
sion by Circuit Judge LaDriere of St. Louis 
county. 

Both the Roman Catholic Archdiocese and 
the Metropolitan Church Federation had 
joined the case on the side of Temple Israel. 
Thus all three faiths “in the St. Louis area 
have scored a notable victory for religious 
tolerance, and have opened the way legally 
for other churches which may want to follow 
their congregations to the residential sub- 
urbs. We trust that Creve Coeur and other 
county comiaunities will accept both the de- 
cision and the churches in good grace. 

Creve Coeur enacted a comprehensive zon- 
ing ordinance in 1951. This original ordinance 
did not prohibit churches from being built 
in any of the specified “use districts.” Then 
Congregation Temple Israel, April 28, 1954, 
contracted to buy 23°45 acres in Creve Coeur, 
the land being conveyed by deed June l, 
1954. After two hearings, an ordinance was 
adopted, June 23, 1954, for the purpose of 


repealing all authorization for churches in 


any district in the city. Authorization for 
schools, public or private, golf courses, pri- 
vate clubs, public parks and: playgrounds, 
hospitals and institutions also was repealed. 

A new ordinance provided that on written 
application for any of these uses, the re- 
quest would be forwarded to the City Zoning 
and Planning Commission which in turn 
would study the application and report to the 
Aldermen for approval or rejection. Four of 
the five members of the Creve Coeur Board 
of Aldermen voted against Temple Israel. 
The congregation, assisted legally by the St. 
Louis Rabbinical Association and the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress, then took its case to 
court. 

The State Supreme Court recognizes fully 
the right of municipalities under the police 
power to regulate the buildings of public 
schools and of churches. The court mentions 
specifically “safety of boilers, smokestacks 
and similar facilities, sanitation, fire protec- 
tion, off-street parking, sewage disposal and 
other matters related to the public health, 
safety and welfare.” 

But the Judges find no basis whatever for 
prohibiting church buildings by zoning. They 
say unanimously: 

In view of the usual and customary loca- 
tion of churches in residence districts and 
the strong constitutional provisions for free- 
dom of worship, we do not think our Legis- 
lature had any intention of authorizing the 
exclusion of either churches or schools from 
residence districts. We hold there is no such 
authority given to municipalities by our 
Zoning Act. 

The Temple Israel case has not been a 
pleasant one. Now it has been decided in the 
Missouri courts. That ought to end it once 
and for all. | 


All’s Well, Ete. 


The police department's success with mur- 
der cases lately has been nothing to write 
home about, but the Montague case has ended 
satisfactorily enough. With due allowance 
for the great good luck of finding an ama- 
teur photograph which showed the earrings, 
the detectives who worked on the case must 
be given full credit for the persistence and 
thoroughness which turned up the crucial 
evidence at the time it was crucially needed. 
Whether the evidence will prove sufficient 
to warrant a conviction is for the courts to 
decide; but the police end of the case has 
been well done. 

The department can now turn its attention 
with renewed vigor to the Bullock case— 
where luck so far has been with somebody 
else rather than with the police. 


When Experts Disagree 

Senator Pastore’s suggestion of interna- 
tionally supervised tests to determine the 
feasibility of detecting underground nuclear 
explosions seems to us a fair solution of a 
question too important to be left moot. The 
Rhode Islander made it, with a second from 
Senator Anderson of New Mexico, the chair- 
man, after three days of secret hearings by 
the Joint Congressional Committee on Atomic 
Energy. 

At the present point, in fact, the Pastore 
proposal seems to offer the only adequate 
solution. The experts are disagreed; two 
White House technical advisers, Dr. Jack 
Oliver, Columbia University geophysicist, and 
Dr. Carl Romney, Air Force seismologist, are 


pessimistic; Dr. Hans A. Bethe, like Dr. Rom- . 


ney a member of President Eisenhower's 
science advisory committee, is optimistic, and 
believes a dependable system can be devised. 

The science advisory committee plans to 
make recommendations soon regarding steps 
that could be taken to restore the dependa- 
bility of a detection system in the light of 
newly announced areas of indistinguishability 
between explosions and earthquakes. While 
the report could be helpful, it could scarcely 
be accepted by the world as the final word. 

The best brains the nations of the earth 
can marshal to the task are the least we 
should be content with. That was the purpose 
of the East-West conference of technical ex- 
perts at, Geneva last summer, at which it was 
decided that a dependable detection system 
was possible and a specific system was drawn 
up. , 
rit the recent White House announcement 
of newly discovered problems upsets the in- 
ternational findings, the resolution of those 
problems should be referred to a panel as 
competent and as international as the one 
whose judgment it challenges. 

Only so, furthermore, can the world gain 
maximum assurance that the conclusions are 
reached wholly on scientific grounds un- 
swayed by political leanings for or a 
suspension o nuclear tests.

Washington Parent Sees Supreme Court Order

WASHINGTON. 

The voteless District of Columbia 
quietly and obediently ended segre- 
gation of public schools September, 
1954, for 110,000 pupils, and my 
daughter was one of them. For the 
officials the first thing to do was to 
re-examine the two “separate but 
equal” school systems then in effect. 

It was quickly apparent that the 
systems were not at all equal—there 
was a Staggering deficiency in the 
Negro schools. In the last year of 
segregation the 
district invested 
$240.27 in the in- 
struction of each 
P white student; 
o} $186.71 for each 
Negro. It was this 
discrepancy of 
educational stan- 
dards, not emo- 
tion conflicts, that caused most dif- 
ficulties. 

The problem faced was whether 
to let the low scholastic standard of 
the formerly underprivileged Negro 
schools drag down the whites, or to 
bring Negro standards up. The de- 
cision was for the latter. 

This was not made easier by pol- 
itics: the voteless District of Colum- 
bia is governed by Congress and 
some anti-integrationist Southern 
congressmen have a political stake 
in decrying the experiment. If the 
system could work here, why couldn't 
it elsewhere—say in Little Rock? 

President Eisenhower, on the other 
hand, urged that the District be 
made a “model” for the nation.

On the whole, I think the system 
has worked. It is now in its fifth 
year. There are a few Negro stu- 
dents in my daughter’s class and 
she has two Negro teachers; one of 
these, she reports, is about the 
“best” she has. 

There was a brief white student 
“strike” against desegregation when 
it first occurred. It lasted four days. 
It was a good-natured affair. 


District police instituted a special 
blotter for school racial disturbances 
but, according to Erwin Knoll, who 
has just made an excellent survey 
for The Washington Post, these have 
declined and only nine occurred in 


1958. To meet the scholastic prob- 
lem a four-track program of ability 
grouping has been established: a 
stiff honors program for the excep- 
tional pupil; a regular college pre- 
paratory pfogram; a general pro- 
gram for the noncollege students, 
and a remedial basic curriculum for 
slow learners. 

My impression is that Washington 
public schools are fairly good by 
American standards. I have five 
children on a reporter's salary and 
have not sent them to private schools, 
but the first four on graduation all 
made top colleges with relative ease.

The school population 
follows suit: 20 of the 170 city 
schools have all-Negro student bodies: 
five are all-white; most schools are 
composed 70 per cent or more of 
members of one race: four schools 
have 50 per cent to 70 per cent white 
enroliment and 10 are 50 per cent 
to 70 per cent Negro. 

The Negro pupil ratio has heen 
increasing steadily in Washington 
since 1935, nine years before deseg- 
regation.

HISTORY OF THE PROGRESSIVE 
PARTY, by Amos Pinchot, edited by 
Helene Maxwell Hooker (New York 
University Press, 295 pgs., $7.50.)

Amos Pinchot, brother of the bet- 
ter-known Gifford Pinchot, was one 


of the high-minded amateurs who, 
along with more experienced poli- 
ticians, founded ,t»=?-Progressive 
party in 1912 ana presided at its un- 
seemly demise four years later. 

In his day Pinchot was known 
to the public mainly as the 
leader of an unsuccessful revolt 
against the leadership of George 
W. Perkins, the Progressive Na- 
tional Chairman, whose influence 
in the party was second only to that 
of Theodore Roosevelt himself. As 
a Morgan partner, a director of U.S. 
Steel and International Harvester, 
and an avowed opponent of the Sher- 
document which 
Pinchot regarded as only slightly in- 
ferior, in the deference due it, to 
the revealed word of God), Perkins 
appeared to Pinchot as a sinister 
figure whose presence in a party 
dedicated to refofm was, to-say the 
least, anomalous.

by Miss Hooker, Pinchot restated his 
case against Perkins in somewhat 
more elaborate form. According to 
Pinchot, the Progressive party was

H. Gary, whose hand Pinchot saw 
in practically every important polit- 
ical development of the period. 


The “History” is an example of 
the economic interpretation of his- 
tory at its most simple-mtuded. Be- 
cause Perkins and Roosevelt held 
views on the trust problem and on 
the relations of business to govern- 
ment which differed from his, Pin- 
chot, with only a passing glance at 
the evidence which might have sup- 
ported their position, assumed that 
they were parties to a secret con- 
spiracy, originating in Wall Street, 
to appropriate the wealth of the 
country for the exclusive use of the 
wealthy.

Not Race 


Many Washington Negroes — per- 
haps most—are housed in slums.

The 
Washington schools in poor neigh- 
borhoods must, in effect, take on 
the job of social welfare agencies 
The act of desegregation made the 
city face this tough problem which 
it had otherwise tended to avoid, 
just as it had tended to ignore the 
previous discrepancy in school stana- 
ards. 

It would certainly be untrue to 
say the problem is solved. Partly it 
is a matter of money. One teacher 
in four now on the District payrol! 
is on temporary status because she 
lacks certification requirements. 

On the social side little evident 
friction exists. In school cafeteri®s 
classmates of the same race tend to 
sit together. Class seating is done 
alphabetically. No racial line is 
drawn in clubs. 

Some schools suspended dances 
with desegregation, but where dances 
have continued or been resumed, as 
one teacher explained, “I’ve never 
seen a mixed couple on a dance 
floor.””

Australian in a second round 
match on the Memorial Drive 
courts. The score was 8-6, 6-4, 
1-6, 6-1. 

It was a miserable day for 
the lean crewcut American. He 
accidentally cracked his best 
two rackets. He served 24 dou- 
ble faults. He held his violent 
temper, but In doing so ap- 


parently lost his fight and de- 
termination 

At the intermission, trailing 
two sets to one, Buchholz was 
summoned from the dressing 
room to the stands and given 
a pep talk by Perry Jones, cap- 
tain of the United States Davis 
Cup team 

Jones reminded Buchholz of 
his obligation to the United 
States Lawn Tennis Association 
which spent about $5000 to send 


the boy to Australia and ex- 
horted him ‘don't think of 
yourself. Think of the Asso- 
ciation. St Louis and your fam- 
ily back home 

Buchholz tolde his captain 
that he had no heart for the 
game and perhaps he should 
give it up 


“I can't play my best because 


I am always blowing my top,” 
he said 

Jones counseled that a rest 
might do Buchholz good, that 
he must conquer his temper 
and cultivate a better attitude 
before he can reach greatness. 

Buchholz plans to continue 


in the junior tournament 

The defeat of Buchholz left 
three members of the U.S. Da- 
vis Cup team stili in the fight. 
All are scheduled to play to- 
morrow for the right to enter 
the round of 16. 

Top-seeded Alex Olmedo, 
Peruvian hero of the Davis Cup 
challenge round, faces Wayne 
Reid, Australia. 

Barry MacKay, Dayton, O., 
plays Queensland junior Ken 
Fletcher and Chris Crawford, 
Piedmont, Calif., meets Barry 
Phillips Moor, Australia. 

Other favorites, including top- 
seeded Australian Neale Fraser 
and prime threats Andres Gi- 
meno of Spain and Ulf Schmidt 
of Sweden, are also scheduled | 
to play opening matches tomor- 
row after drawing first round 
byes.

Installation of new officers 
of the National Association of 
Real Estate Boards, led by 
president-elect James M. Udall, 
of Los Angeles, will take place 
during the Association's mid- 
winter meeting in San Antonio, 
Jan. 22-27. 

Udall will take over from 
H. Walter Graves, Philadelphia, 
as head of the 63,500-member 
association. The 1959 officers, 
including presidents of 10 
N.A.R.E.B.-affiliated institutes 
and councils, will assume office 
at the installation dinner at 
the Hilton Hotel on the eve- 
ning of Jan. 26. 

Another highlight of the mid- 
winter session will be the meet- 
ing of real estate board presi- 
dents and executive officers 
from all parts of the country. 
The local board officials will 
attend an idea-trading meeting 
Jan. 25, and will hear topics 
discussed by speakers on Jan 
26 which will provide infor- 
mation for their year of leader- 
ship. 

Committees of N.A.R.E.B.’s 
10 affiliates will meet during 
the six days also. Of particular 
interest will be an open meet- 
ing Jan. 24 of the Society of 
Industrial Realtors during 
which vital subjects such as in- 
dustrial water supply and air 
pollution will be discussed by 
a panel from the Southwest Re- 
search Institute. 

The mid-winter conclave will 
offer Realtor delegates the op- 
portunity to consider a num- 
ber of real estate and mortgage 
financing issues coming to the 
forefront during the Eighty- 
sixth Congress. Leading among 
these is a proposal referred to 
N.A.R.E.B. for study which 
would create a new veterans 
home loan program for peace- 
time vets. 

The association's Realtors’ 
Washington Committee is ex- 
pected to recommend & N.A.R. 
E.B. position on the new pro- 
gram at the meeting. 

Also due for study by the 
hundreds of Realtors expected 
to be in attendance are further

permit self-employed persons 
to deduct 10 per cent of their 
income for investment in re- 
stricted retirement funds.

privilege as other corporations 
in electing to be taxed as part- 


nerships.

At pres- 
ent, there is virtually no over- 
hang of uncommitted loans in 
the market. I look for a strong 
demand for mortgages by in- 
vestors during the early 
months of this vear. This will 
be more true of mutual sav- 
ings banks than insurance com- 
panies because their position 
in the advance market is 
stronger than that of the 
banks,” he sald. 

Nelson declared he expected 
the VA home loan insured 
mortgage program would be

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Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


IF A WATER PIPE is going 
to leak it usually can be 
counted on to start leaking on 
a Sunday or holiday when all 
the stores are closed and every 
plumber in town is away for 
the day. This means that to 
stop the leak you are going to 
have to do a little improvising. 

Small leaks can often be 
fixed for a time by putting a 
wad of chewing gum over the 
hole and then securing it in 
place with friction tape. Natu- 
rally, you should turn off the 
water in the line and dry the 
area before applying the oatcg 
A somewhat more auratle 
patch can be made with a piece 
of garden hose if the inside of 
the hose is about the same 
diameter as the outside of the 
pipe. Take a piece of hose 
about 3 or 4 inches long and 
slit it lengthwise. Slip the hose 
over the pipe and then secure 
it in place by wrapping wire 
around each end and tightening 
the wire with a pair of pliers. 

Leaks at pipe joints can often 
be fixed by tightening the joint 
with a wrench. In other cases 
the job can be done by un- 
screwing the joint and coating 
the external threads with white 
lead or pipe dope. If the 
threads are damaged, take a 
piece of cotton string and wrap 
this around the threads and 
then assemble the joint. If you 
are unable to get the joint 
apart, you can often close a 
leak by taking a cold chisel and 
smashing some of the exposed 
threads against the shoulder of 


the joint. 
Leaks in tanks can often be 
closed by driving in a plug 


made out of soft wood. The 
water will make the plug swell 
once it’s in place to form a 
pretty. tight fit.

The New Films 


Indian Work of Art 


“PATHER PANCHALI” (“Lament of the Path") at the 
APOLLO ART THEATER is one of those rare films which 
looks at life through timeless eyes, trying to capture it as 
it is, examining each facet minutely and with delicate, de- 
liberate 


Us patience. This study of the 
everyday life of a poor family in a Bengal 
A village, its joys and sorrows, the passage 


of the seasons and of birth and death, is 
done with such beauty and poignancy it 
S is a work of art. 

3 Its proaucer and director, Satyajit Ray, 
was a raw amateur, a commercial artist 
in Calcutta who first started making it on weekends with a 
small group of actors until] finally the West Bengali govern- 
ment financed its later sequences. But he has a genius 
for capturing the minutiae of life. His film moves slowly, 
but gradually his family emerge, not as actors, but as hu- 
mans of whom we are having a private view: his camera is 

not pointed at life, it embraces it. 


The family is not unusual in India and what happens 
to it is the ordinary fabric of life. The father is an optimis- 
tic impractical priest, bursting with ideas for poems and 
stories which never get published and settling for small 
jobs. The mother fiercely fights to keep the family in 
food and a few scraps of clothing, longs to have the ram- 
shackle house repaired. She is proud. She resents accusa- 
tions of a neighbor that her daughter has stolen fruit and 
a necklace. When the father disappears for six months in 
a search for work and they are reduced to malnutrition, 
she tries to reject charity. 

She is hard, almost pitiless toward an aging, complain- 
ing aunt who is in the way and useless: but the struggle 
to live is unrelenting. The old woman whose face is like 
a carved mask of age, dies in a field after leaving the home 
in a fit of pique; and it is merely the ultimate step in life. 

But when the daughter dies of pneumonia after being 
soaked in a monsoon, all the anguish which the mother has 
kept locked in herself breaks out in a shattering wail when 
the husband returns and exhibits a sari, a present for the 
child. The couple abandon their wrecked house to the 
jungle and a snake which slithers symbolically over a stone 
floor into the interior and set out in an oxen-drawn cart 
seexing a new life and a new hope. 


This is by no means all grimness and tragedy. The 
small joys of the brother and sister growing up, their games 
and delightful little discoveries, the big events such as a 
theatrical performance, a band tooting “Tipperary,” the 
visit of the candy man, the excitement of racing to see a 
train chug by, are limned with gentleness and grace. 

The details of nature are caught with a poetic eye— 
the wind riffling the lily pond, and waving the tall grass 
in the meadow, the lowering sky, the water flies skimming 
about, the scum closing slowly over the lost necklace 
tossed into the pond. You get the feeling of totality, of 
acceptance of life for what it so inexorably is, a lyrical, 
tender and moving visual poem. 

This ranks with such natural studies of life as “Na- 
nook,” “Moana,” “Grass,” and “Farrebique.” It 
Grand Prix at the Cannes Festival for its maker.

But it’s a cute romantic 
comedy, full of well-developed gags and with a lot of 
laughs. Tony Curtis is a pretty good comedian as the 
frustrated corporal who is watched like a hawk, with a 
constant escort of M.P.s. His wife in real life, Janet Leigh, 
is the WAC lieutenant-psychologist who dreamed up the 
idea and is officer of the guard over Tony until she falls 
in love with him. Linda Cristal plays practically herself, 
a Latin bombshell, and very beautifully, too. Elaine 
Stritch does a cynical wisecracker as the studio publicity 
woman, and Keenan Wynn is a choleric producer.

But she had a 
distinct charm and a_ sharp 
sense of humor. Her dark hair 
was parted in the middle. Her 
eves, alert and eloquent, were 
her best feature. She was not 
as thin then as in later years— 
not that she could be called fat 
even then; she was merely 
less angular. Her hands were 
large; they did not move grace- 
fully, and I thought she used 
them too much when she at- 
tempted to emphasize a point 

We talked casually about 
mutual friends in America and 
about the London season. I 
asked her the usual questions 
about her reactions to England. 
Eventually the butler came up 
to me to announce that the 
Prince had just arrived. I 
went to the door. 

“Oh, a party!” the 
said, not too happily, 
greeted him. 

“No, darling, just a few 
friends,” I said. Consuelo, 
by the way, brought a friend 
of hers, a Mrs. Simpson.” 
Then, repeating Consuelo’s 
description, I added, “She 
seems to be fun.” 

We went up to the drawing 
room. The Prince immediately 
began a conversation with old 
friends. I went over to Wallis, 
took her to the Prince, and in- 
troduced her. 

This meeting has been the 
subject of an enormous amount 
of fiction. It has been written, 
for example, that the Prince, 
on being introduced to Wallis, 
asked her if, in England, she 
did not miss the comforts of 
central heating, and she had 
answered, “I’m sorry, sir, but 
you have disappointed me. Ev- 
ery American woman who 
comes to your country is al- 
ways asked the same question. 
1 had hopes for something 
more original from the Prince 
of Wales.” 

Had this been true, it would 
have been not only bad taste 
but bad manners. At that mo- 
ment Wallis Simpson was as 
nervous and as impressed as 
any woman would have been 
on first meeting the Prince of 
Wales. 

Another apocryphal story is 
that when the Prince first met 
Wallis an electric tension was 
set up between them, and he 
then and there decided he 
could not live without her. 
This is utter nonsense. Wallis 
and I became great friends; 
actually I came to regard her 
as one of my best friends in 
England, and the Prince and 
I often would include Wallis 
and her husband in our parties. 
The Prince, consequently, saw 
her at least once a week for 
the next three and a half years. 
It was only after this that he 
discovered she was more im- 
portant to him than the throne. 

Perhaps the most striking 
innovation I introduced into 
the Prince’s way of life con- 
cerned the keeping of Christ- 
mas. It had been his custom 
to give presents to the mem- 
bers of his staff at the Fort 
and at York House. But I felt 
there was something imperson- 
al in the way it was done. 
This I determined to change. 
I went to the Prince and 
offered t' get something per- 
sonal for each and every one 
of the staff and families, not 
to exceed the expense of pre- 
vious years. The Prince ad- 
mitted he had not been too 
happv with the old system. 
For weeks I haunted stores 
seeking out the best buy, al- 
ways being careful to avoid du- 
plicating the same thing for 
the same person from one year 
to the next, 

One day in 1932 while I was 
so engaged.I found myself in 
Harrod’s. I looked at my 
watch and suddenly realized 
I was already 15 minutes late 
for an engagement I had to 
meet the Prince for cocktails. 
As I dashed toward the door 
I passed a bargain table piled 
high with tiny little teddy 
bears in green and pink. They 
were two for a shilling. They 
were so absurd the thought 
flashed througn my mind -I 
might make a joke out of 
offering a pair of them as a 
peace offering. When I was 
ushered into the Prince’s pres- 
ence, the marks of his irrita- 
tion were all too plain. I 
quickly held out the little crea- 
tures and said they would

speak for me. He chuckled. “I 
will take a pink one and a 
green one, and you the same. 
Whenever we go on a trip away 
from each other I'll give you 
my green one and you give me 
your pink one, and thus we'll 
always have something of each 
other.” And the exchange of 
the bears became a ritual of 
each departure; and in his 
letters from abroad he rarely 
failed to say, “My bears send 
their love to your bears.” 1 
still have my bears. I wonder- 
if he has his. 

The Duke of York—Bertie 
as he was called by the family 
—and his lovely Duchess, Eliz- 
abeth,. were often at Fort Bel- 
vedere. the Prince’s “home.” 
They lived nearby at Royal 
Lodge. The Duke was more re- 
tiring than the Prince. But he 
had his lighter side, too. I re- 
member one time when the 
Prince had just received a new 
shipment of records, which 
were uhusual for the time in 
that they were made of plastic. 
The Duke inspected them crit- 
ically and finally said: ““Come 
on. David, let’s see if these are 
really unbreakable as the label 
says.” 

Thereupon the Prince and 
the Duke repaired to the Ter- 
race and started scaling them 
up in the air like discuses and 
watching them crash down on 
the flagstones. While the broth- 
ers roared with laughter, the 
Duke had us ducking and dodg- 
ing like rabbits. 

The lovely fate of the Duch- 
ess, her superb coloring height- 
ened by the cold, her eyes 
wrinkled with the sense of fun 
that was never: far below the 
surface, made a picture I shall 
never forget. All her charm, 
good humor and character were 
so evident then as always. |! 
was not the least surprised that 
she turned out to be such a 
tower of strength to her hus- 
band and country after he 
ascended ‘the Throne. 

Early in December my hus- 
band, Duke, left for Africa on 
a second safari. I was to join 
him after Christmas, but was 
delayed by appendicitis. The 
next wiorning the Prince left 
for Spain. 

After my arrival in Nairobi, 
Duke was solicitous and at- 
tentive; but it wasn’t long be- 
fore he reverted to his old man- 
nerisms, and resumed his habit- 
ual shouting and swearing. 

One night, as I went to my 
tent, I realized this experiment 
of Duke’s had only aggravated 
our situation. I had come bacx 
—to what? 

When the dawn came, I got 
up. Perhaps, I thought, we 
could still talk things out. But 
as I sauntered toward his tent, 
I could hear him exploding one 
oath after another at the bath 
boy. It’s no use, I said to my- 
self: it’s too late — we have 
drifted too far apart. 

On our return to London, 

I realized Duke and I could 

not go on the way we were. 

Living in the same house un- 

der the circumstances had 

become impossible, and Duke 
and I agreed to separate. 

At dinner that night at York 
House I told the Prince I was 
leaving Duke. As he took me 
in his arms, I felt he, too, 
realized and understood the 
strain we had both been under 
the past few months had been 
unbearable and that sooner or 
later something had to happen. 
This decision of mine was not 
made on the spur of the 
moment; ever since our half- 
hearted attempt in Africa to 
try and pick up the frail 
threads of what. remained of 
our marriage, I had thoug?tt of 
nothing else. I knew my life 
with Duke was over. As I 
leaned my head back on the 
sofa, the Prince’s arms around 
me, I closed my eves. What of 
the future, I thought to my- 


self—what was in store for us? 
As every woman dreams of an 
idyllic existence with the man 
she loves and all that goes 
with it, so did 1; but in my 
heart of hearts I realized that 
it was. just that—just dreams. 
As far as I was concerned, the 
obstacles in our path were in- 
surmountable 

The King was still alive, but 
I knew the day would come 
when the Prince would have to 
take his place on the Throne 
and all of the responsibilities 
that went with it. England as 
well as the British Empire 
worshiped him, 


He startled me out of my 
reverie as, holding me a little 
closer, he said, “Oh, my dar- 
ling, I am sure you have made 
the right decision. I am _ so 
very, very happy,” and at that 
moment all thoughts of the fu- 
ture went out of my head and 
I felt secure in: his love. 


Duke blew up, but his ex- 
plosion was not directed at 
Averill; it was directed at me. 

(Duke took his daughter. 
Averill, on another safari to 
Africa. Pledging Lady Fur- 
ness’ secrecy, Averill —the 
child of a previous marriage— 
announced she was going to 
marry her father’s white hunt- 
er. Having seen the primitive 
conditions in which he lived, 
Lady Furness begged Averill, 
who had lived in luxury, not 
to do it. 

(When Averill went ahead 
with her plans, her father cut 
her off without a cent. Shortly 
after, her husband, a much 
older person, died. Due to the 


urgings of Lady Furness, Duke 
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made a_i settlement on his 
daughter. But Averill died 


shortly thereafter.) 

Early in January, 1934 Gloria 
asked me to visit her. She was 
planning to go to California. 
I had not been to California 
for years, and we both had 
many friends there it would be 
pleasant to see again. 

I spent the weekend of Jan. 


12 at Fort Belvedere, the 
Prince’s “home.” 

That Saturday the Prince 
went off to play golf. 1 had 


promised to pick him up. Later, 
on the way back from the 
links, I decided to broach the 
matter of my trip to America, 
“Darling,” I said, “I’ve just 
had a letter from Gloria asking 
me to come over for a short 
visit. ] would very much like 
to go. Would you mind very 
much?” 

The Prince seemed sur- 
prised. “Oh, darling,” he asked, 
“how long would you be gone?” 

1 felt rather guilty. ‘Just 
five or six weeks,” I answered, 
trying to make “weeks” sound 
as insignificant as “days.” 

His face took on a look of 
resignation, as if to imply that 
although this was not to his 
liking, he would say nothing 
that might interfere with my 
pleasure. “Of course, dear. Do 
what you want.” And then he 
added, “But I will miss you; I 
will miss you very much.” 

I was uneasy. It was obvious 
that the Prince was not too 
happy about my leaving. I 
wondered if it was right to go. 

Three or four days before I! 
was to sail, I had lunch with 
Wallis at the Ritz. I told her 
of my plans, and in my exuber- 
ance I offered myself for all 
the usual yeoman’s services. 
Was there anything I could do 
for her in America? She 
thanked me and said suddenly, 
“Oh, Thelma, the little man is 
going to be so lonely.” 

“Well, dear,” I answered, 

“you look after him for me 

while I'm away. See that he 

does not get into any mis- 
chief.” 
It was later evident that 

Wallis took my advice all too 

literally. 


The day I was to sail, I went 
to the Fort for dinner. Now 
that the time had come for me 
really to go, I had no wish to 
leave. The Prince seemed so 
forlorn: I felt so forlorn. When 
the dinner was over, and my 
car was at the door, ready to 
take me to Southampton, we 
said our farewells. “I'll be 
back soon, darling,” I said as 
he kissed me. Then reluctantly 
I got into the automobile. 

(It has been said I went to 
America to. help Gloria in her 
custody case. 
not of this voyage: I left Eng- 
land on the twentieth of Janu- 
ary, 1934 and was back in Lon- 
don the twenty - second of 
March. The disgraceful case

When I was back in New 
York, following my California 
trip and waiting for the ship 
back to England, Mrs. Frank 
Storres gave a small dinner 
party for me.

great charm — the kind of 
charm that makes women feel 
important. He turned his bat- 
tery of charm on me | was 
flattered, although at the time 
certainly not interested.

Worried Voters 


DALLAS, Tex., Jan. 16. 
I THINK a Democratic victory is valuable only 
if it brings into office people capable of fresh, new 
thinking on many of our domestic and foreign 
problems. My husband was both a politician and a 
statesman and I am neither, but I think I know 
how a great many average people feel in the United 
States at present. They are worried about the 
world situation. They are worried about our sit- 
uation at home. They feel that we have lacked real 
guidance and real education in our responsibil- 
ities as part of a changing world. 


They sense the fact that new decisions may have to be | 


made in the next few years that will require statesmanship, 
understanding and flexibility, and they are uncertain as to 
where to turn. 

They are asking for information and inspiration, and 
the answers so far have not been very clear, even from the 
Democratic party to which they turned in great numbers in 
the last election. 

The leaders of the Democratic party should give, I 
think, a good deal of thought to the answers they must give 
to great numbers of people in this country who find it hard 
to express their thinking in words but who are neverthe- 
less stirring in every community in the nation. 


THE FILIBUSTER-RULE COMPROMISE that Senator 
Lyndon Johnson put through as a substitute for what lib- 
erals really wanted may be considered a step forward, but 
it certainly is not a very sure way of ending a filibuster.

And under the new order it is also 
understood that rules will “continue from one Con- 
gress to the next” unless they are changed in ac- 
cordance with the other rules, including the re- 
quirement for a two-thirds vote to close debate on 
rules changes. 


- It all seems a pretty mild compromise and one won- 


ders if the southerners who want unlimited debate will not | 
always be able to muster the requisite number of votes to | 


prevent a change. 


One also wonders whether the southerners whom Sen- | 
ator Johnson is trying to placate will be happy with this | 


compromise. Certainly, the West and the North and cer- 
tain parts of the East cannot be pleased with anything as 


uncertain to bring results as this new rule. The gains for | 


the Democratic party were made by the liberals outside of 
the South in the last election, and I am afraid it is on them 
—and not on conservative or even middle-of-the-road com- 
promisers—that the hoped-for victory might depend in 1960. 


SOVIET DEPUTY PREMIER ANASTAS I. MIKOYAN 
will have seen rather superficially but at least with a know- 
ing eye a great deal of the United States when he returns 
to Washington this weekend. He is a shrewd negotiator, 
and he has not been touring our country just for a vaca- 
t.on, though he may have described this trip as partly a 
vacation. 

This is not the kind of vacation that is looked upon as 
rest and relaxation by the Soviet leaders, and he will surely 
go into his meetings in Washington with greater knowledge 
of the United States than he had on his arrival. His pro- 
posals will be of interest to many of us, for they will in- 
dicate what he learned or thought he learned by traveling 
among us.

OUR GOOD FRIEND Dan 
Saults starts off the current 
issue of “The Missouri Con- 
servationist” with an editorial 
that strikes fire. It deals with 
“The Changing Face of Mis- 
souri” and tells how agricul- 
ture encroaches. on wilderness, 
city on suburb, and suburb on 
farm land. 


It suggests what happened in 
just a few years to the Ozark 


forests and mentions clear, 
swift-flowing rivers that be- 
came dead-water impound- 


ments and swamplands drained 
to grow cotton. 

It shows how the coming of 
the white man meant an end 
to elk and cougar and bear in 
Missouri—and the coming of 
clean farming meant a threat 
to the cover which supports 
bobwhite and cottontail and 
an infinite number of song- 
birds. / 


There is a statement in, 
Dan’s editorial which many 
of us are prone to forget—if, 
indeed, we do not overlook 
it entirely. This is that 
“there are no wildernesses 
serviced by four-lane high- 
ways,” than which no truer 
thing was ever said. 


The concept here runs dia- 
metrically crossways to the 
philosophy of tourist-minded 
chambers of commerce, resort 
owners and advertisers of out- 
door gadgetry; and even to the 
thinking of some who have sat 
high in the councils of re- 
source conservation and wild- 
life management. Yet at the 
end of his editorial, Saults is 
hopeful. He says: “We can 
have hunting and fishing, for- 
ests and parks and places 
where men shall lift up their 
eyes unto the hills—into the 
foreseeable future. If - - -.’ 

Sometimes it seems to me 
this is a big “if.” 

I thought of this the other 
day as we drove northward 
over Highway 21 through ter- 
ritory which I once knew like 
the palm of my hand. Every 
time we make the trip nowa- 
days we see more little houses 
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springing up; modest buildings 
covered with asphalt shingles 
which have at improved 
somewhat in color and design 
over the imitation brick 
strosities of earlier times 

Almost none of these houses 
had been built when we came 
to Possum Trot a dozen years 
ago. Then gradually they ap- 
peared, tucked into the post 
oak and blackjack timber; and 
next thing we knew, the houses 
were being built in depth, one 
behind the other, back into the 
forest.

It was here on Breton 
creek that he lay for hours on 
a big sycamore root, watching 
the smallmouth bass fanning its 
bed clean on the gravel bottom, 
guarding the eggs and finally 
the tiny bass fry when they 
hatched.
